MASSED TANKS FINALLY 
OPENED GATES OF STAL- 
INGRAD TO HITLER'S MEN

MOSCOW, Sept. 17. 
German and Russian in- 


fantrymen battled in the at- 
tics and cellars of a 
western section of 
grad today after the gates 
of the city finally had been 
opened to the invaders by 
massed tanks. 


Bombs rained down without a let- 


up upon the defending army—made 
up of soldiers, Red marines and 
armed 
civilians — and 
buildings 


within the smoking city on the el- 
bow of the Volga as waves of Nazi 
divebombers hurled themselves In- 
to the assault. 


It was apparent from field dis- 


patches that the German air force 
held a clear numerical superiority 
and was hard for Soviet fliers to 
meet. 


The Moscow radio announced that 


the Invaders 
were 
maintaining 


their advance, despite thousands 
of casualties. 


Successful defensive actions were 


stressed by the Soviet information 
bureau's mid-day communique a 
few hours later, however, and Rus- 
sian field dispatches in no way In- 
timated that the fighting was les- 
sened or that the city was falling. 


"In the northwestern outskirts of 


Stalingrad, enemy automatic rifle- 
men supported by tanks were re- 
pulsed by a Soviet infantry unit," 
the communique said. "Six tanks 
were disabled or set on fire by anti- 
tank rifle fire, hand grenades and 
Incendiary bottles. The enemy auto- 
matic riflemen were 
surrounded 


and wiped out." 


Many Germans Slain. 


About 650 Germans were report- 


ed slain on other sectors of the 
Stalingrad defense zone in engage- 
ments which frequently developed 
hand to hand fighting. Nazi tanks, 
armored 
cars 
and 
ammunition 


trucks were brought under the dam- 
aging fire of Red army artillery. 


Tremendous fury was reported in 


the fighting in the northwestern 
section, with the Germans swarm- 
ing into every house 
they could 


seize. 


They fired from attics and cel- 


lars, a dispatch said, but the Red 
army ejected them from many. 


Dispatches left no doubt that the 


German 
air 
force 
was raining 


bombs continually upon the weary 
Russian fighters, capitalizing on a 
numerical 
superiority seldom 
if 


ever before attained in the Ger- 
man-Russian war. 


The army newspaper 
Red Star 


said the sky over the 
city 
was 


swarming with both dive-bombers 
and high level squadrons and de- 
clared that the fate of the city de- 
pended upon the skill and courage 
of the available Soviet fighter pilots.

'PRESIDENT OPPOSES 
ANY MOVE TO CHANGE 
FARM PARITY PLANS 


HAD BEEN ADVISED THAT 
AMENDMENTS MIGHT BE 
OFFERED TO BILL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—<£>)— 


President Roosevelt, in letters to 
charimen of the senate and house 
banking 
committees, 
expressed 


"unalterable opposition" today to 
any move to change the present 
parity formula for farm prices. 


Advised at a White House con- 


ference that amendments might be 
offered 
to pending 
anti-inflation 


legislation to alter the level ol 
parity returns to farmers, 
the 


president wrote Senator 
Wagner 


(D-NY) and Rep. Steagall (D-Ala) 
opposing such a move. 


Parity is a price level calculat- 


ed to give farmers a return for 
their crops comparable to a past 
favorable period, usually 1909-14. 
Some farm bloc members had con- 
tended that this formula ought 
to be revlecd to take farm wages 
Into account, thus increasing the 
level to which farm prices might 
rise before ceilings came into op- 
eration. 


"I should like to make clear my 


unalterable opposition to any re- 
computation 
of 
parity 
at 
this 


time," the president wrote. 
"In 


my message of Sept. 7 I stated, 
'In computing parity, we should 
continue to use the computations 
of the bureau of agricultral eco- 
nomics made under the law as it 
stands today.' 
This will continue- 


to be my policy." 


The anti-inflation bill introduced 


by Chairman Steagall of the house

labor cost a factor.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. 


War Production Chief Donald Nel- 
ron said today that the nation now 
*'is almost at a maximum" of pro- 
duction and that the output of war 
material In 19-13 would be "much 
bigger" than the previous goal of 
$00,000.000,000. 


He told the house committee on 


defense 
migration, now studying 


methods for full utilization of man- 
power, that production would begin 
in full flow in January and Feb- 
ruary. 


Later Nelson told reporters that 


v-hen he said the country was ap- 
ni caching the "maximum of pro- 
duction," he meant that the time 
bad arrived when WPR could make 
i-chedulcs for e\ entual mass pro- 
duction in a particular plant. He 
sj!d thnt he agreed wlih President 
ruosevolt's rec?r,t statement *hat 
at present, tho country was oper- 
ating at 50 per cent production.
